that of Cronin. He identified it by its 
general appearance. Mr. Forrest's cx- 
auinution of Wullerborn was very brief. 

T. T. Conklin, at whose house Cronin 
lived, was tho next witness. The doc- 
tor had been a member of his family for 
some ten years. Witness called at the 
Lake View morgue on the night of May 
22d, and in company with John F, Scan- 
"au, John J. Cronin, and several other 
friends, recognized the body as that of 
Cronin. Forrest took this witness and 
jiiestioned him as to his idea of Cronin's 
height and weight. Then the lawyer 
proceeded to investigate witness' record. 
Conklin said he had kept a cafe in St. 
Louis und now kept two saloons in Chi- 
cago, Conklin had also been manager 
of the Gazette at Columbus, O. He 
mot Cronin in St. Louis, where ho was 
practicing his profession. He (the doc- 
tor) lived with them up to the time of 
his death. 

John F. Scanlan, called, said he was 
the insurance business. He had 
known Cronin since 1K84, and during 
the last year had seen the doctor almost 
every day. Saw him last alive about 5 
o'clock, May 4th. He bad seen his dead 
body at the morgue in Lake View. He 
recognized the body by the hair and 
teeth, the forehead and general appear- 
ance. Under Forrest's cross-examina- 
tion witness admitted he bad taken an 
active part in this prosecution. Forrest 
went deeply into witness' history and 
business, but brought out nothing ex- 
cept that Scanlan was something of a 
politician. Witness was a member of 
the Clan-na-Gael; joined several years 
ago, but hud attended only a few meet- 
ings since Cronin's death. Witness had 
also belonged to the Fenians before join- 
ing the Clan. 

Frank Scanlan testified to having 
seen Cronin alive a few minutes before 
the doctor left his home in a buggy 
irawu by a white horse, and to having 
identified the body at the morgue by 
the teeth, forehead, etc. Forest began 
the cross-examination of Scanlan by 
asking : Is there anyone you know bet- 
ter than you knew Cronin ?" 
Ves," replied the witness. 
John F. Scanlan, for instance ?" 
queried Forest. 

Yes," answered witness. 
Describe John Scanlan's teeth," said 
Foricst. 

Witness waited a moment and then 

said : "His teeth" but Mr. Mills 

objected. "That is an unfair test," 
said he. 

"They made it material," said For- 
est 

It is immaterial and unnecessary," 
said the court. 

Scanlan, in reply to Forrest, 6aid he 
had noticed the doctor's teeth by fre- 
quently seeing him gape when witness 
visited the latter at his ofliee. 

David P. Aheern, tailor at 126 Wash- 
ington street, knew Cronin for some 
years and frequently saw him daily. 
He recognized the body at the morgue 
by the imperial on the dead man's chin 
and the shape of his forehead. Cross- 
examination failed to confuse the wit- 
ness, 

George Finigcr, a German laborer, 
testified to having been present when 
the body was found in the catch basin, 
and to its removal. On his cross-exam- 
ination he insisted that the body was 
handled with great care. 

Patrick McGarry was the next wit 
ness. He had known Cronin about four 
and one-half years. He saw the body 
at the morgue and knew it was that of 
Dr. Cronin. On cross-examination he 
admitted that he was a member of the 
Clan-na-Gael. 

Dr. E. W. Lewis, Dr. Cronin's dent- 
ist, wns called. He told he had known 
Cronin some six years; was his dentist, 
and had frequently examined the doc- 
tor's mouth; had filled teetli for him, 
and made him two sets of false teetli. 
Ho wan certain the dead body he saw 
at the morgue was that of Cronin. A 
plaster east he had made of the doctor's 
mouth some time before fitted the 
mouth of the corpse, and he also found 
the filled teeth. Soon after tho court 
adjourned until 2 o'clock. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Whatever doubts had existed regard- 
ing the fact that Cronin wus killed with- 
in n. short time after leaving the Conk- 
lin residence, were set at rest by the 
testimony given at the afternoon scs 
sion, when Dr. Egbert produced a num- 
ber of jars containing the contents of 
the stomuch of the murdered man. The 
food, he said, had scarcely commenced 
to digest, and had been in the stomach 
leas than three hours before death. Wit- 
ness went on to minutely describe the 
condition of the body. All the internal 
organs were in excellent condition, and 
there was not the slightest evi- 
dence of disease, internal or external, 
although the brain and its covering 
were terribly decomposed. There was 
u wound two inches long and half an 
inch wide at the corner of the left eye, 
while near by the ukull was again frac- 
tured, and a small portion clipped away 
Near the left temple was a wound two 
inches long, and extending to the skull, 
Hack of this was another wound almost 
tho same size, while back of the left ear 
was a ragged wound that joined th 
Other two. On the left of the back of 
the head was another ugly wound 2J 
inches long and a fourth of an inch wide, 
in tho centre of which was a Hap of skii 
of the scalp. This has been beaten into 
a thin layer of flesh on the skull by th 
force of the blow, and was attached to 
tho remaining skin at the upper portion 
of the wound. The lungs were free 
from water, despite the fact that the 
head was below the surface when found, 
and, as a physician, he testified in the 
most emphatic manner, there «as not 
a shadow of doubt that Cronin's death 
was caused by the wounds he received. 

Judge Wing and Forrest took turns 
in cross-examining witness for nearly 
two hours, with a view of securing an 
admission that the wounds upon the 
hotly might have been occasioned by 
rough usage while getting it out of the 
vault. Dr. Egbert insisted, however, 
they were inllieted prior to death, and 
his testimony in other particulars re- 
mained unshaken.

Believed to be Lost. 



losepa Kati, a Stowaway un the Vessel, 
and the Sole Smnlvor, Describes 
the Wreck. 



New York, Oct. 2o.— Fears for the 
safety of the lumber steamship Brooklyn 
were further increased to-day by the 
statement which comes from tho agents 
of the vessel in this city. Joseph Katz, 
a stowaway from the vessel, arrivod in 
New York yesterday. Katz says that 
he boarded the Brooklyn before she 
sailed and stowed himself away in tho 
coal bunkers. This was at Dariou, Ga. , 
which place the Brooklyn left on Oct. 
12th, with a cargo of sawed timber for 
the South Brooklyn Sawmill Co. Dur- 
ing Sunday night u tremendous soa broke 
across the after quarter of tho steamer, 
md she commenced to sink rapidly aft. 
On Monday morning the captain gave 
instructions to lower the life boats. Katz 
jumped into one of the boats with Ol- 
son und Johnson, two of the crew. The 
painter of the bout parted immediately 
after the life bout got afloat, and tho 
small craft drifted away from the 
wreck. Olson was swept out of the life 
boat while fixing something, and John- 
son wus also swept overboard shortly 
after. Katz remained alone in the boat 
till Monday night, when he was picked 
up by the schooner Mary Watson and 
landed at Locust Point, Baltimore. The 
last seen of the Brooklyn was when 
she was sinking. The remainder of 
the crew were then preparing to aban- 
don their charge. The steamer's agents 
doubted the boy's story at first, but 
questioned him closely, and he j^avo a 
perfect description of thf Brooklyn. Tho 
owners of the vessel think Katz in a 
genuine survivor, and they have now 
given up all hope of seeing the steamer 
again. What bus become of the crew is 
a mystery. There wore seventeen 
on board, all residents of -Brooklyn. 
Capt. S. A. Carson, a veteran navigator, 
was in command.

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TUB FAXT SERVICE. 

It is unfortunate that tbe project of 
the Messrs. Anderson to establish a I 
line of steamships between Canada and 
Great Britain lias laileii. To brin 
Quebec anil Halifax within live or six 
days of Liverpool or London would have 
been a great achievement, anil couhl 
not have faileil in being exceedingly 
beneficial to Canada, Report says that 
the requirements as to speed were the 
cause of failure. Twenty or twenty- 
one knots un hour for an ocean voya 
is tremendous speed. Ships to go at 
that rate must he very strongly built, 
anil they must be propelled by the best 
machinery manufactured. Their model 
must be such as would prevent, their 
carrying very heavy freights. They 
would necessarily have to depend chief- 
ly on the mail subsidies and ptissen 
traffic. Tho ships would lie as expen- 
sive as any tluit are built, ami their 
earning capacity would be strictly 
limited. The river navigation would 
expose them to dangers and would causi 
delays. It might be possible Lo get 
over this last objection by making Hub 
fax or St. John tbe summer as well aa 
the winter port. This would not suit 
Quebec or Montreal, and it is just pos- 
sible that tbe interests which those two 
cities represent would be powerful 
enough to kill the project even 
if the Andersons could raise 
the capital reijuired, provided Halifax 
would be the western terminus of the 
steamship line. But capitalists seemed 
shy of tne project from the first, and it 
is not likely that any modification us to 
ports would have induced them to re 
gsrd it with a favorable eye. Canadians 
will, therefore, have for some time long- 
er to place their dependence on the 
steamship lines already established. The 
Allans are enterprising, and it is ipiite 
possible that the prospect of obtainiu 
an increased subsidy will stimulate 
them to put faster boats on the route, 
and thus hold out inducements to pas- 
sengers to patronize tbe Cumuli m steam- 
ships to a greater extent than they have 
hitherto done. A fast line of steamships 
between Canada und the mother country 
is sure to be established sooner or later 
The Andersons may. have failed for the 
present; but they may have better luck 
next time. There is nothing surer thai 
that they, or some other company, will 
eventually succeed, and that before 
very long. 



ANOTHER HUDSON'S BAY 
ROAD. 

A proposal has been nude to construct 
a line of tail way from Sault Salute 
Marie to Hudson's Hay. Moose 'Factory 
ia to be the northern terminus. Tbe 
route is suid to be feasible, and the 
country through which' it runs is re- 
ported to possess great mineral re- 
sources and some timber. But it is not 
likely that a road will ever be con- 
structed to Hudson's Hay in order to 
develope the resources of the country 
through which it runs. The country 
north of Lake Superior is pour, and its 
climate is not exuetly genial. It is safe 

to predict that, that part of the 1) in- 

ion will not be sought after as a land to 
live in until the whole continent to tho 
South and West of it is full to overflow- 
ing. The only object that those who 
advocate the construction of a line of 
railroad to Hudson's I!ay can have is to 
secure an outlet to the ocean, The dis- 
tance from tin; Canadian Pacific 
at Windermere to Moose Factory 
is only two hundred and eighty miles, 
A line between these points in these 
days' of magnificent distances may be 
considered short, And if it could be 
shown that there is a prospect of tbe 
road being in the near, or even the modi 
erntely distant, future n pay- 
ing one, very little difficulty would be 
found in prevailing upon capitalists to 
take up the enterprise, But -suppose 
the road to be built, what wotdd he the 
good .'of it ? As we have suid, the 
way traffic would be too insignificant to 
ho worth considering. " But there 
would be a great through traffic," suy 
tho advocates oE the road. "Ships 
from Europe would tuku the produce of 
tho West, to'lts destination in the Bast 
saving .the lung and expensive haul 
across the continent." That sounds 
very well, but who knows whether it is 
possible for ships to navigate Hudson's 
Bay regularly, and with anything like 
certainty for any part, of the year? A 
satisfactory answer must ho given to 
this question before mine men wUI 
he induced to risk their money 
in a roiid to Hudson's Bay 
either from Manitoba or Sault Ste.

the summer time. Ho was impeded 
by ice and he encountered snow storms. 
Ho saw vessels fast in the ice in tbe dog 
iys, and be hud considerable difficulty 
in reaching open water after he had paid 
b visit to one of the stations, A grain 
ltden vessel which took her cargo on 
board say, In the middle of September, 
might, if she had uncommonly good 
luck, reach the ocean, but the chances 
would be a hundred to. one that she 
would be caught in tho ice pack and 
would nave to spend the winter locked 
lip 111 tbe ice. The navigability of 
Hudson's Bay and Strait must be proved 
before u road can be built to the shores 
of Hudson's Hay. But that is just what 
I be Government expeditions did not 
prove. 

DOMINION RAILWA YS. 

The railway development of the Do- 
minion is by no moans at a standstill. 
New roads are being built in some places 
and old roads are being extended in 
others. There were on the 30th of June 
last 540 miles of railroad under con- 
st ruction on fifteen different lines. 
Since then about lf>0 miles have been 
completed, but work has commenced on 
other lines. The Railroad Gazette says 
I hat since the beginning of tbe present 
year there have been 374 miles of rail- 
way constructed in the Dominion — PJ7 
miles in Ontario, 103 miles in Manitoba, 
II!) miles in Nova Scotia, and 4.) miles in 
New Brunswick. There were on the 
1st of October 650 miles of railroad un- 
der construction in the different parts of 
the Dominion made up as follows:

Before the year closes it is calculated 
that live hundred miles of this road will 
be completed, making the total con- 
struction for the year about 87") miles, 
fhe current year has been a good year 
tor railway building. The length of 
road built this year has been exceeded 
only twice before, in 1882?83, when 
1200 miles were "built, and in 1HS0 S7, 
when 1000 miles were constructed. \\ 
regret to see that there is no record of 
railroad construction in British Colum- 
bia Uiia year. For the proper develop- 
ment of this province railroads ure an 
absolute necessity. Indeed very little 
can be done without them. It is to be 
hoped that tbe roads projected will 
soon be commenced, and that other lines 
talked about will be taken hold of by 
practical men and brought out of the re- 
gion of speculation. The immense re 
sources of the province will continue t< 
a very considerable extent unavailubl 
until parts of tbe country now almost 
inaccessible are opened up by railroads, 
Enterprise und energy, intelligently di 
reefed, can do a world of good to this 
province. 



EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 



AUCTION SALES. 



It is cheering to see that the Har- 
vard students have risen above preju- 
dice und appointed u colored man ora- 
tor of tbe senior class. Thia ia a high 
honor, and it is altogether in the gift of 
the students. They can elect whom 
they choose. This year thoy elected 
Clement Garnet Morgan, a. colored stu- 
dent, who wholly by his own exertions 
and in tbe face of many and great dilli- 
culties has won a high place in Harvard 
University. The vote was a close ono^ 
Morgan having a mujority of oidy ono. 
The number voting was over five hun- 
dred. Ho must be a man of extraordin- 
ary endowments thus to overcome the 
disadvantages of race and position. Mor- 
gan is not only a colored man, but bis 
parents were in humble circumstances, 
and he baa from almost childhood been 
obliged to earn his own living. He has 
been u shoeblack, a barber, a waiter 
und a schoolteacher. He is about 
twenty-eight years old, In whatever 
position he was, tho improvement of his 
mind aeems to have been bis lirst ub- 
ject. In this bo has succeeded so well 
that be now competes successfully with 
men who have enjoyed every advantage 
I hut money and good social position 
Id secure. The colored population 
of Georgetown, whore lie was brought 
up and where his parents reside, are 
very proud of Morgan's success, as are 
the men of his race in Washington und 
in other parts of tbe Union. It is plea- 
Hit to see that in one of the great seats 
of learning in the United States color is 
no bar to a mail's advancement, and Unit 
ability obtains recognition, no matter 
what its owner's position may be in the 
social scale. 



A SMALL REBELLION. 

The Victoria medical school, Montreal 
bus been for some time in a ferment 
The students have been in rebellion 
They have refused to bear professors 
whom they do not like, and they have 
been as demonstrative and as violent us 
only medical students can be when the 
obstreperous tit is on them. The cause 
of tbe revolt is an attempt which has 
been made by authorities of Victor 
and Laval to amalgamate the two 
schools and place the classes under tin 
control of Laval. The agreement w 
made by the professors of Victoria, but 
the students when they heard of it were 
up in arms. They would have nothing 
to do with Laval. They would have 
their own school, as it had always been 
independent of any Quebec college. 
They were well satisfied as they wen 
and they wanted no change, "hide 
pendence" was,- as far as we can learn, 
the watchword of the protesting 
.students. The Montreal School o 
Medicine and Surgery affiliate* 
with the Victoria University Col 
lege is much older than the 
Laval medical class. It was estab- 
lished forty-seven years ago, sud has 
maintained u separate existence until 
now. It is, too, a flourishing school 
This year it has 240 .students, while tin 
Laval school has only (it). The students 
fear that if they consent to tbe union 
which is only for two years, their school 
will lose its individuality as well as its 
independence. The college authorities 
could do nothing with them. Laval 
tickets were supplied to the students of 
Vlctoriu, but they scorned to use them 
To bring the lads to terms Archbishop 
Kabre, Who has control of the great 
French hospital of Montreal, the Hotel 
Dietl, has issued an order that no 
student who does not produce the Laval 
ticket will be allowed to enter that or 
any other Catholic hospital. Without 
the opportunity of attending the hos- 
pitals the young men cannot go on with 
their studies, The Laval professors 
seeing that all attempts to address 
the Victoriu students were vain, 
have decided not to attend any more 
lectures at tbe Montreal School of Med- 
icine and Surgery, and an order was is- 
sued that nil lectures will in future be 
given in the Laval building. Without 
professors to lecture to them and with- 
out hospitals to attend the rebellious stu- 
dents of Victoria can hardly expect to 
make great progress in their studies. 
Thoy threaten to attend other schools, 
but it is not likely that any great num- 
ber of them will take this extreme step. 
Sonlomeansofreconciliationwillliefomid, 
soiiir compromise in which the dignity 
of the Colli go authorities will not bo 
sacrificed or the recalcitrant students 
unnecessarily humiliated. Jn a 
Struggle like this the students can 
huiilly expect to come off triumphant.

John Bletcalf, u, moat wonderful pro 
dilution of the lust century, wusborn at 
Kuuresborough, Yorkshire, England 
in 1717. At the age of 4 years a hard 
attack of the measles .struck him totally 
blind— so blind that the brightest rays 
of the sun gave him no perception o 
light. V(t he did not give up n 
despair. A calamity had overtaken 
him which would have benumbed t 
faculties 'of. a less courageous man for 
ever. Not so with John Metcalf. It 
deemed only to brighten his remaining 
senses. At first unlearned music, and 
at the age of 12 was tbo most exper' 
violinist in all England, When he ar 
rived at man's estate be was the owner 
of u house, a small farm and a horse and 
carriage. At the age of 23 he was a 
well-known carrier, engaged in the ou 
eupation of carrying persons through 
the crowded streets to and from places 
of annulment. Besides his street work 
he frequently engaged to cany travel 
era to York, a distance of sixteen miles. 
In all this hazardous work ho was as 
trusty as any man with two eyes, and 
got into hut few ditlieiilties from which 
ho could not easily extricate himself. 
He became a great hunter, and fol 
lowed the hounds with us Jinicli pleas- 
ure and as surely as the most keen 
eyed hunter. He had his own horse 
and could tell the _ haying of his own

bridge building ; this not for idle pas 
time, but for profit. At one time he 
was the official surveyor of York- 
shire. Even to this day there are 
dozens of monuments to John Metcalf 
in his native shire in the shape of ele- 
gant roadbeds and splendid bridges 
At Huddersfiold one of the finest am 
most substantial bridges is known U 
have been constructed by him. What 
he could have accomplished with organs 
of sight unimpaired wc can only conj 
ture, 

John Gough, an Englishman by birth, 
became quite celebrated as a botanist 
and writer on subjects pertaining to nu 
tural philosophy. He was totally blind 
from tlio age of three years, the sense 
of vision being so deadened that hecoul 
not perceive the glare of sunlight, upon 
the snow on the brightest winter days, 
Disabled by this appalling utlllctioil, he 
studied botany, his wife, brothers and 
sisters doing his reading, and collecte< 
and arranged, by the sense of touch 
alone, and without the least aid from 
any living human being, one of the 
largest and most valuable collections of 
dried herbs and grasses at that time 
( 1 7S0) known in Britain. 

That wonderful invention, the string 
alphabet for the blind, was invented by 
a man who never saw his queer-look- 
machine, the face of his mother or the 
"glad sunlight " of which he so feeling- 
ly wrote. David Macbeth wasjdind 
from birth, yet a perfect genius in a 
dozen different ways. He was an ac- 
complished musician, a perfect prodigy 
in mathematics and an inventor of no 
mean order of merit. Besides his string 
alphabet, he was the inventor of one of 
the earliest known revolving - barrel 
churns, of a clamp to be used by book- 
binders in stitching leaves together, and 
of a self-oiling attachment for wagons 
anil carriages. He could take bis watch 
to pieces and put it together, almost as 
quickly as the man who made it could 
have done. It was without a crystal, 
and by gently touching the hands with 
the tips of his lingers he could tell ivith- 
in one second of tlie time of 
day or night. lie was an ex- 
pert at the national game of cricket, 
and was reckoned as being one of the 
most valuable men in some parts' of the 
game, but useless in others. When he 
died be had been engaged for years on 
the perfection of a tire escape, which 
has since, with some slight changes and 
additions, made a London linn indepen- 
dent;, 

Vidal, the blind sculptor, is one of 
the wonders of the French capital. He 
has been blind since his twenty-first 
year. We can quite easily understand 
how a blind fanner would cultivate the 
ground with the plow, spade and hoe, 
how he would feel around the tender 
plants and gently loosen the dirt from 
their roots, or how the blind liirmiilg- 
ham (Ala. J miner tells, with the sense 
of the touch alone, the direction, aud 
to what depth to drill his holes before 
putting in a blast; but the work of 
Vidal stands out in bold relief — unique, 
wonderful aud incomparable. To be a 
sculptor it is generally supposed that 
one must have the mechanics eye and 
the artist's taste and perspicuity. The 
latter faculties Vidal lias to an excep- 
tional degree — even more acute, be be- 
lieves, than if the former were not lost 
to him forever. By slowly passing his 
bands over an object he notes its ex- 
ternal proportions, and imitates them 
in clay in a manner which strikes the 
beholder dumb with surprise. A dog, 
horse, human face, or anything alive or 
dead, be models with as much ease as 
any of the dozens of Parisian sculptors 
who still retain the faculty of sight. 

From 1855 t<> lS7o Vidal received 
more medals than any other exhibitor 
of works in the Paris art exhibition. 
Many of his works made in the solitude 
of his perpetual midnight, arc now on 
the shelves at the great exposition, 
where the blind wonder contends in 
friendly rivalry with his less unfortun- 
ate brother artists. He never com- 
plains, is always genial and festive when 
among his friends, who always speak of 
anil to him as though he could see, and 
well they may do so, for he is one of the 
best art clitics in all Paris.

He afterwards went to the Cussair 
mines, with varied success, wintering 
every season in Victoria, where he was 
well-known. Fifteen years ago ho re- 
turned to the Sound, working for the 
Puget Sound Mill Company at Port 
Gamble, Since then lie has worked at 
Moodyville and New Westminster. Five 
years ugo, while loading ft vessel with 
lumber at Port Blakely, a large timber 
fell on his leg and foot, and he wus laid 
up for nine months. He seemed to have 
hud hard lines ever after. He Was laid 
up in the hospital in Portland for eight- 
een months. Couvihg the hospital he 
went to Tueomu lust May, and 
worked at sawing for a con- 
tractor who did not puy him.

Nothing but good weather was 
met with on the trip, the run down be- 
ing delightful. The Maude brought 
buck almost a full deck load of totem 
poles, und other strunge things from 
the homes of the northern Indians. 
Some of the totem poles are very largo; 
certainly they are the largest and finest 
ever seen here. 

John Irving, Capt. Carrol and 
Mr. J. A. Laidlaw were round trip pas- 
sengers, it being understood thut, their 
visit north was for a dual purpose— of 
looking up new coal mines and pros- 
pecting a favorable spot for the location 
of another northern cannery next sea- 
son. The down freight consisted of a 
quantity of skins ana oil for the Hud- 
son's Bay Co.; 334 barrels and .'i'2-2 half 
barrels of salmon and two Dominion 
canoes, which had been in use by sur- 
veying parties.
